In rural fatal accidents the ef­ 
fects of better highways is evi­ 
denced in the fact that head-on 
collisions were reduced from 27.8 
per cent in 1950 to 20.9 per cent 
in 1956. Woerner said this de­ 
crease "a s due primarily to an 
increase in the number of rural 
miles of divided highways. 


A reduction in the number of 
sharp curves on rural highways 
has helped in reducing the “ run­ 
off-roadway” accidents from 28 8 
per cent in 1950 to 22.2 per cent 
in 1956. 


Younger drivers and newer ve­ 
hicle* were involved ill moie i-iian 
their share of accidents.

But a con­ 
dition, which was first noted in 
1941 south of Pecos, is now prev­ 
alent along the Pecos River in 
exas 
and 
New 
Mexico and 
in 
many other parts of T exas and 
Oklahoma 
The condition known 
as "jaw and tongue trouble" has 
be e n 
reproduced 
by 
feed i n g 
l a r g e 
quantities 
of m esquite 
beans. 


Dr. J. W. Dollahite and W. V. 
Anthony, both of the M arfa lab­ 
oratory of the Texas Agricultural 
experim ent Station, have found 
through 
continued studies 
that 
mesquite beans was the one food 
consistently eaten by all affected 
anim als. Too, the pastures usual­ 
ly contained 
either 
dry alkali 
Sacaton or tobosa grass. Taking 
their cue from these facts, the 
research workers .started feeding 
trials in 1955 to determ ine if jaw 
and tongue trouble could be p ro -1 
duced by feeding m esquite beans, j 
It was. 
It is the belief of the research 
workers that apparently, the r u ­ 
men bacteria which digest cellu -1 
lose and synthesize vitam in 
B 
are destroyed when cattle con­ 
sume large amounts of m esquite 
beans over a considerable p e rio d ! 
of time. The resulting m alnutri-| 
’ion and* vitam in 
B 
deficiency 
produce the serious m alady in 
cattle. 
The saliva of affected cattle 
hangs from the m outh in long 
strings and superficially r e s e m - , 
hies meringue. The feed trough 
or salt box will contain several 
quarts of saliva. Animals chew 
continuously, often holding their 
heads to one side as if chewing 
was painful. In some cases, about 
25 per cent, 
anim als 
protrude j 
their tongues a half inch to four 
inches while from IO to 50 per 
cent of the anim als m ay have 
s w e I I i n g u n der the jaw 
and throat. These swellings m ay 
come and go. The salivary glands 
often are enlarged.
